Players generally seem to have the 


opinion that four-card suit bids are 
different from'suit bids where the suit 
contains five or more cards. Such an 
opinion is erroneous, of course. The 
only difference between a four-card 
suit and a five-card suit is that the 
small cards of the former will average 
to produce one trick, while the small 
cards of the latter will produce two 
tricks.1 


For example, a four-card suit headed 


by the.Ace-King will average three 
tricks —two for the high cards and 
one for the low cards. A suit of five 
cards headed by the Ace-King, how- 
ever, -will average to produce four 
tricks — two for the Ace-King and 
two for the small cards.

Players generally seem to have the 
o pinio n that fo ur-card suit bids are 
different fro m suit bids where the suit 
co ntains five o r mo re cards. Such an 
o pinio n is erro neo us, o f co urse. The 
o nly difference between a fo ur-card 
suit and a five-card suit is that the 
small cards o f the fo rmer will average 
to pro duce o ne trick, while the small 
cards o f the latter will pro duce two 
tricks. 
Fo r example, a fo ur-card suit headed 
by the Ace-King will average three 
tricks — two fo r the high cards and 
o ne fo r the lo w cards. A suit o f five 
cards headed by the Ace-King, ho w­ 
ever, will average to pro duce fo ur 
tricks — two fo r the Ace-King and 
two fo r the small cards. 
In o ther wo rds, there are two kinds 


o f trick takers in Auctio n: high cards, 
such as Aces and Kings; and small 
cards which beco me trick takers as a 
result o f vario us co mbinatio ns o f length 
in suits. Fo r this reaso n, befo re yo u 
start to make bids o n suits o f o nly fo ur 
cards, remember that such a suit wall 
average to pro duce o ne trick less than 
the same ho ldings in a five-card suit. 
If yo u set the minimum' number o f 
tricks in high cards that must be held 
to justify a bid with five cards o f a 
suit, yo u must lo gically increase that 
minimum by o ne trick when yo u bid 
fo ur card suits. 
Fo r example: With the fo llo wing 
fo ur-card suit ho ldings, yo u sho uld 
ho ld the number o f tricks specified in 
plain (side) suit to make the fo ur-card 
suit a justifiable o riginal bid.
